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neighborhood up in arms 


Neighbors of the home being built at 590 Acacia 
in Sierra Madre are discussing lawsuits about some 
of the “inconsistencies” in the edifice they call the 
“Taj Mahal.” 

They want to know how the city can term the 
building only two stories and a basement when it looks 
to them that it is a three-story building. They ques¬ 
tion the height which they believe is in excess of 30 
feet, the maximum building height in Sierra Madre, 
and ask why the setback is only seven feet when, to 
them, it should be 14 feet (since the builder has added 
another bathroom, a deviation of the original set of 
drawings). 

^ The home, according to Steve Pock, city building 
official, has 7768 square feet and is built on a lot that 
is 73 feet wide by 831 feet long, going almost to Grand¬ 
view. A recent lot split holds the lot from going all 
the way to Grandview, 

Bill and Jean Garr purchased their home just 
west of the property in question in 1979 and had main¬ 
tained the lot before it was sold to Treptow Develop¬ 
ment Company. 

Viken Mankerian, the present owner who owns 
Mission Liquor in Pasadena, was very busy at his 
place of business when The News called him and he 
explained that he was “too busy to discuss it” on 
Tuesday. 

He said, “We are building with codes. Would 
the city let us do it if there are violations?” 

Doug Lindenblatt is also unhappy about “the 
monstrosity” that is being built and said that he and 
Darwin Laborado, who lives just below the Linden- 
blatts, were flooded two years ago when the owner 
at that time. Bill Derrick, started grading without a 
jjermit and lots below were flooded with mud that 
covered patios and backyards. Grass was ruined in 
both of those backyards and had to be replanted, they 
reported. 

Garr maintains that the height of the home is 32 
feet, two feet higher than code, that what the owners 
call a basement is really another floor, making the 
home three stories, also against code in Sierra Madre.

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on here in Sierra Madre? How can this get by? Does 
this monstrosity belong in Sierra Madre,” Garr asked, 
pointing to the home that looms to the east of his 
home, completely shutting off the view of the moun¬ 
tains and frowns over the homes around it. 

“The point is basic, it is legal or not legal. How 
did it get this far?,” Garr said. 

Lindenblatt said, “The cost of my house has 
dropped $100,000. Now I have no view.” 

“We’re all in the same boat. We have totally 
lost our privacy,” Garr stated. 

Gwen Lindenblatt agreed, “It’s terrible. We 
can’t look into our mountains anymore.” 

Steve Pock, city building official, explained that 
the plan had been approved by Hong Pam, city plan 
checker. Pock stated that the builder had “deviated 
from the original set of drawings, and added a bath¬ 
room on the second story.”

terpretation on whether it is a two- or three-story 
building. 

“You can build a building with three levels as 
long as the bottom is on a subterranean level. The 
plan was checked, based on our definition of the build¬ 
ing code. ICBO writes to the code book, giving code 
interpretations. When people talk about a lawsuit, 1 
send for further interpretation because of the need 


to be backed up,” Pock explained. 

He continued, “If 50 percent of the bottom level 
is four feei.below grade, it is n<yj;iassified as a story. 
The original grading plan showed it was up (filled in) 
on the east side. They could replace the dirt to return 
it to its original grade.”

1926 Elementary 
grad returns 

Deja vue was the buzz word for Merrill Smith 
last week when he returned to Sierra Madre Elemen¬ 
tary School from where he graduated from eighth 
grade in 1926. It was the first time he had been in the 
building since dedication day, Dec. 12, 1930, and he 
brought a copy of the Sierra Madre News with that 
story featured.

In a brief interview last week with Merrill Smith 
and Bill Rosecrans, the latter who is principal of Sierra 
Madre Elementary School, Rosecrans described what 
happened in the Sierra Madre earthquake on June 28, 
1991.

The 50-cent dinner

In a preceding story I wrote of the time I 
watched a man eat the biggest breakfast I ever 
saw. A few months later I ate a meal at the same 
counter, not near in size as the gargantuan meal 
of that Sunday morning.

I didn’t think at the time that 1 was liv¬ 
ing on the edge of the last frontier, that times 
woul d inevitably change and so would customs.

When 1 lived in Blackfoot, it was my custom 
' to go duck hunting on Sunday mornings in the 
autumn. It seems unbelievable now, but it was 
my habit to shoulder my .12 gauge shotgun and 
walk from my room to Ted’s Place, where 1 
would stand the young cannon in the corner 
while 1 ate breakfast. Then I picked up the 
gun and walked through another part of town 
on my way to the Snake River. Nothing was 
said and no one seemed to care or even notice. 

Now, with only a few privileged to carry 
guns, and some think no one should own one, 
we have the greatest crime wave ever, even with 
a record number of police on duty. Driveby kill¬ 
ings are routine. While I lived in Blackfoot, I 
saw few six-shooters, but rifles and shotguns 
were routine and considered standard equip¬ 
ment for hunting. Cowboys swaggered into 
town, dressed in sheepskin chaps, flannel shirts 
and real Stetson hats. Indians from the reser¬ 
vation walked the streets in moccasined feet, 
wearing gaudy blankets and with paint on their 
faces. The men wore high-crowned black hats 
decorated with turkey feathers dyed red, green 
and yellow, On the Fourth of July, they rode 
their pinto ponies bareback, the long warbonnets 
almost touching the ground. 


I saw the last edge of the fading twilight of 
the Old West, and my storehouse of memories 
holds nothing more precious. 

One Sunday evening I returned with a large 
mallard duck, completely dressed, a chore I had 
learned when 1 was a kid on the Mississippi River 
in Illinois. A most amiable young man named 
Clyde Hudson was the chef on duty. I held up 
the duck. “Clyde, could you cook this for my 
dinner tomorrow night?” 

“Sure, why not?” was the reply. 

The next evening I left the office and hur¬ 
ried to the restaurant. Clyde was putting the 
finishing touches on the duck, and it had been 
sauteed in a most professional manner. With 
potatoes, pie and coffee, it was a wonderful meal, 
one not soon forgotten. Clyde watched approv¬ 
ingly, and as he cleared away the empty dishes, 
I said, “Well, how much?” 

“Oh, I guess about 50 cents.” 

1 said, “That’s ridiculous, for all that food, 
not near enough.” 

Clyde looked at me in an aggrieved manner. 
“Why, you brought the meat.” 

This meal, by any yardstick, was unusual. 
If I need any reminder that it was at once hilari¬ 
ous and ludicrous, all I need do is imagine my¬ 
self doing the same thing today, walking down 
Sierra Madre Blvd. with a young cannon on my 
shoulder, casually standing the gun in the corner 
of the restaurant and then eating breakfast. 
Then, returning in the evening with a dressed 
duck (and there is nothing in the world so naked 
as a featherless duck), and asking one of the local 
chefs to cook it for me. He probably would 
reach for the nearest telephone, and it is best not 
to fantasize on what would happen next.

You should vaccinate your dog for Lyme’s 
disease. We have Lyme’s disease in certain parts of 
California also. Lyme’s disease is carried by licks that 
cause fever, joint pain and can progress to meingiiis and 
blindness. People arc susceptible to Lyme’s disea.se if they 
are bitten by a tick. 

You should also test your dog for heartworms and put 
him on a preventative during your trip and six months 
after you return. We have a few ca.ses of heartworms in 
this area but it is endemic in the south and east. Heart- 
worms are carried by a mosquito and can cause heart 
failure if left untreated. 

If you are flying you will need a health certificate which 
will be valid for approximately ten days.

Letters from home 





Pardon a bit of history. 

Most folks would probably say Custer’s de¬ 
feat at the Little Big Horn was the worst defeat 
ever suffered by the U.S. Army at the hands of 
American Indians. 

There were a lot more Indians than George 
knew about, and the conflict was on the Sioux- 
Cheyenne home field. 

But for sheer embarrassment. I’d nominate 
Geronimo’s “little” war with the cavalry. 

According to official U.S. Army records, 
for 15 months and 17 days, ending Sept. 3, 1886, 
6000 U.S. soldiers, plus 500 Indian scouts, plus 
Mexican forces, civilians and vigilantes, were 
engaged in an all-out effort to capture the Apache 
chief. General Miles had one fourth of the en¬ 
tire American Army, plus those friendly allies. 

On the other hand, Geronimo’s entire force 
counted 35 Indian men, and eight juveniles. He 
was encumbered with 101 women and children. 


He was in unfriendly territory, without a base of 
operations, and his group had to “live off the 
land.” 

He lost six men, two boys, two women and 
one infant. 

The Apache were never defeated in combat. 

Geronimo surrendered in 1886, was impri¬ 
soned in Florida and Alabama, later became a 
farmer. 

He became a member of the Dutch Reform 
Church, on a reservation in Oklahoma, but was 
later expelled from the church for gambling. 

No, he did not originate the craze for bingo 
and other games on Indian reservations. But he 
would doubtless enjoy watching the crowds of 
“white eyes” being skinned by the Apaches on 
his old home reservation, by the Verde River in 
Arizona. Note that the Apaches are playing this 
one on their home field.

is higher than 30 feet? Pock said that the builder 
would have to change the roof line. 

Would it be torn down? He answered, “More 
than likely, yes. But if they have followed the plan, 
it is only 30 feet maximum.” He added, “They have 
the right to develop their own property.” 

When asked why the work was stopped for three 
and a half weeks, then allowed to continue, he said 
that there was a meeting between the plan checker, 
Pam; the architect, Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of 
public works for Sierra Madre, and City Administra¬ 
tor Jim McRea, all who agreed that it was “OK to go 
back.” 

When asked why the building was continued even 
though the city awaits word from ICBO, Pock said, 
“I can’t answer that question.” He continued, “if 
something is not in compliance with a set of plans or 
with the Uniform Building Code, 1 guess they could 
apply for a variance with the Planning Commission 
to alter to comply with the code.” 

The structure was framed when the building was 
stopped. Pock said. 

City Administrator McRea told The News, “It’s 


under review. There is a nonconformance and we are 
looking into additional research. The owners will 
have the opportunity to pursue several options: the 
removal of the nonconformance which is the second 
story sideyard setback and a possible determination 
of height. Those are two issues. The third issue is the 
third story. From rtiy administrative review, that 
determination won’t be made until we receive infor¬ 
mation from ICBO. The third option is to apply for 
variances. They’d be retrospective but they could 
apply.” 

When asked why there was a stop order for three 
and a half weeks before resumption, McRea answered 
that there was a question of “whether two or three 
stories.” 

“We will not give framing inspection until the 
matter has been resolved. They haven’t asked for a 
framing permit,” he explained. 

And if there are problems with code violations? 
McRea said, “If it is built wrong, they will have to 
tear it down or get a variance. (It boils down to) re¬ 
move, modify or get retrospective variances.”

reported. 

Actually, Smith noted, the building was com¬ 
pleted three years before the Long Beach earthquake. 
“This building passed earthquake standards set after 
1933 when the quake hit,’’ Smith said. 

Smith presented to Rosecrans his beautifully- 
kept diploma from Sierra Madre Elementary, care¬ 
fully tied with its original ribbon, and a copy of the 
dedication. He presented it to Rosecrans who said 
that “find” would surely spur others to search the 
history of the school. 

Smith described Sierra Madre Elementary in the 
’20s: “It was more like a country school. We lived 
on Sierra Madre Blvd. west of Sunnyside and we loved 
summers because our mothers let us go barefoot all 
the time. Kids don’t do that nowadays.” 

Does he remember his teachers? Of course. 
There was Mrs. McLaughlin in 5th grade; Mrs. Stan¬ 
ley in 6th; Mrs. Bean in 7th; and Mrs. Kendall in 8th 
grade. 

Smith went on to college and became a probation 
officer for the Federal Court in Los Angeles. He was 
transferred to the headquarters of the Federal Pro¬ 
bation System in Washington, D.C. and served as 
chief there before his retirement in 1972.

to small children the most. 
Some versions extend the 
magic through the King¬ 
dom of Sweets, but some, 
like Barishnikov’s, put 
the fairytale behind them 
and just dance for the rest 
of the ballet, which is all 
very well for balletomanes 
but tends to put the little 
ones to sleep. 

Dickens’ “A Christmas 
Carol” also inevitably ap¬ 
pears, as does its musical 
version, “Scrooge,” and 
these too vary widely, not 
in the basic story but in 
the expertise of presenta¬ 
tion. There is always a 
nostalgic surge of warmth 
for the tale, whether used 
as community festival or 
given professional presen¬ 


tation and characteriza¬ 
tion. “Scrooge” is open¬ 
ing Dec. 11 at the Sierra 
Madre Playhouse - con¬ 
veniently. 

Then there are the special 
programs: Monrovia Cen¬ 
ter Theater has “A Holi¬ 
day Songbook” (at the 
St. James Methodist 
Church in Pasadena this 
year due to financial dif¬ 
ficulties), “Riding with 
the Elves” at the Base¬ 
ment Theater in Pasadena, 
Griswold’s popular “The 
Wonderful World of 
Christmas” in Claremont, 
and many others. 

Speaking of financial 
difficulties, little theaters 
would hate to think of 


themselves as charities, 
but the fact is that any 
contribution to their op¬ 
erating funds or any as¬ 
surances as to their future 
audiences would be most 
welcome. 

Season tickets make a 
wonderful gift, and many 
of them are considerable 
bargains. The Sierra 
Madre Playhouse has a 
dependable reputation 
for pleasing its audiences 
with comedy and mystery, 
mostly; the San Gabriel 
Civic Light Opera has an 
enviable record for lively 
presentation of Broadway 
musicals; the Basement 
Theater in Pasadena does 
adventurous things with 
both classics and modern 
plays; Altadena’s Theater 
Americana is dedicated 
to producing four original 
plays a year from hun¬ 
dreds submitted to them; 
Glendale’s “A Noise With¬ 
in” has a spring series 
of Shakespeare, Shaw 


and Thornton Wilder 
done by imaginative pro¬ 
fessionals - the list could 
go on and on. 

And should you already 
have a favorite theater, 
consider giving it a Christ¬ 
mas present. All local 
theaters need more than 
audiences to finance pro¬ 
ductions. They need pa¬ 
trons to take up the slack 
when prices for lumber, 
lights, costumes and rental 
rise. Even a simply-staged 
production is an expensive 
business. And theater 
people can be charming¬ 
ly appreciative for the 
help they get, ranging 
from names in the pro¬ 
gram to special privileges 
and parlies. And since 
community theaters most¬ 
ly qualify for nonprofit 
status, many contribu¬ 
tions are tax deductible.

Board sets public hearing 
on reconfiguration Dec. 8 


ReconHguration, which 
would rearrange grade 
level groupings in the Ar¬ 
cadia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, will be the focus of 
a public hearing at a Board 
of Education meeting on 
Tuesday, Dec. 8, 7:30 p.m., 
in the Holly Avenue Ele¬ 
mentary School Auditor¬ 
ium. 

Recommended by the 
Facilities Task Force 2, 
reconfiguration would 
rearrange so that the ele¬ 
mentary school would be 
K-5, while the middle 
school would house grades 
6-8 and the high school 
would become a four-year 
school, grades 9-12. Cur¬ 
rently the breakdown is 
K-6 for elementary; 7-9, 
Junior high; and 10-12, 
high school. 

“The primary reason 
(that reconfiguration is 
being considered) is that 
we believe that this ar¬ 
rangement provides a 
more effective academic 
program for students,” 
stated Superintendent Ter¬ 
ry Towner, who contin¬ 
ued, “The philosophy of 
the middle school, for in¬ 
stance, is to serve as a 
gradual transition pro¬ 


gram trom the elementary 
school to the high school. 
The distinct needs of the 
early adolescent are at¬ 
tended to by connecting 
the academic curriculum 
with the psychological 
and social needs of youth 
at this critical time. 

“The middle school al¬ 
lows the student to move 
from the security of the 
elementary school’s self- 
contained classroom to 
multiple classrooms with 
multiple teachers in a man¬ 
ner and setting where 
self-confidence can be 
developed and strength¬ 
ened. 

“A 9-12 high school 
would give students an 
extra year to establish 
themselves academically 
before entering the soph¬ 
omore year when grades 
become most critical for 
entrance to college. Stu¬ 
dents would be provided 
a much more coordinated 
academic program by hav¬ 
ing all four high school 
years at a single site un¬ 
der the same leadership 
and instructional staff.” 

Financial consideration 
is the second reason for 
considering reconfigura¬ 
tion. Now, the district 


is operating three small 
high schools (junior highs) 
and one large high school. 
“This is very expensise, 
and in these difficult fi¬ 
nancial times, must be 
looked at carefully,” con¬ 
tinued Towner. “For in¬ 
stance, it costs the dis¬ 
trict $544 more to educate 
a junior high school stu¬ 
dent than an elementary 
student but only $198 
more to educate a high 
school student than a jun¬ 
ior high school student. 

“While high school pro¬ 
grams cost more to run, 
a middle school, because 
of its elementary orienta¬ 
tion, is more cost-effec¬ 
tive than junior high. We 
estimate a yearly savings 
of nearly $500,000 just in 
teacher costs alone with 
a middle school rather 
than a junior high.” 

Based on the recom¬ 
mendation of a commit¬ 
tee studying the logistics 
of reconfiguration and 
community input, the 
Board of Education is ex¬ 
pected to declare its in¬ 
tent regarding reconfig¬ 
uration at a meeting on 
Dec. 8. Implementation 
could take place as early 
as fall of 1993.
